croppers in eastern Arkansas with real 
grievances, with just cause for com- 
plaint of their treatment.

other hand, there are landlords with 
equal cause for complaint 
against 


their tenants. These are things that 
have to be worked out each year. 


"The appearance this year of organ- 


izers of the Southern Tenant Farmers 
Union served to crystalize the griev- 
ances of the sharecroppers and, in 
many instances, caused them to fancy 
grievances that did not exist. 


"It wculd be ijluminaling to some of 


the outside crifics to hear the ex- 
planation of some of the negroes of 
why they joined the union. 
Several 


of them said. 'Dey tol' us effen de- 
landlord 'vicks us, jes go home and 
go to sleep. Dat's why we jined up 
wid de union.' 


"I seriously question the sincerity 


of some of these organizers in the 
welfare of the tenants. I suspect some 
are more interested in the fees paid 
by the members than in 
anything 


else. I dc know that several have 
been 
intemperate and arrogant 
in 


their attitude. 


"It does not help any cause to send 


telegrams, as some one did from Mena, 
saying. 'We demand that you release 
these men,' without inquiring or car- 
ing about the circumstances. 


Would Allow Meetings' 


"Still, it seems to me to be poor pol- 


icy to try to prevent their meetings. 
They should have the right to peace- 
ful assembly. 
Let them 
meet and 


talk all they please. 
I believe that 


has been done except in a few in- 
stances where hot-headed planters, or 
their representatives, have tried to 
pull down speakers and handle them. 


"When something like that is at- 


tempted, "it offers the organizers and 
sometimes the tenants a splendid op- 
portunity for martyrdom, which is ex- 
actly what they want.

"Jungle," by Ferreira de Castro, is a 


rich and powerful novel which exam- 
ines a region so strange and unlike 
our own that it almost seems to be- 
long to another planet. 


It deals with the rubber plantations 


of the Amazon jungle; and while it is 
chiefly concerned with 
the human 


values in the situation—the mistreat- 
ment of the serf-like rubber workers, 
and the way in which greed for gain 
has cursed'the owners and managers 
—it presents the very earth itself as 
something different from anything we 
know or can imagine. 


For here we have n soil of unbe- 


lievable, almost malignant, fecundity; 
a land of rank lush growths, of over- 
powering heat and tremendous flood*. 
cf ocean-like rivers and jungles dark 
and tangled beyond belief of strange 
plant and animal and insect growths, 
all combining to iaake nature seem 
contemptuously hostile to man and all 
his works. 


In the midst of this setting we get 


the thought of doingjall he can under 
cover. 


Only a Few Reform 


A few children with stern stuff in 


them naturally and a sense of honor 
that mysteriously descends from some- 
where may right about face after six

Program Aids Training

gram Is our greatest uncredited aid in 
all child training. When the child or 
adult knows what to expect and whon 
to expect it, he naturally falls in line- 
without mental conflicts. 


Individuality and personal privilege 


need not be sacrificed, as some think. 
to this sort of order. The child will 
have to live in a world of other people 
(social order we call it) and that 
world, whatever it will be, won't be 
entirely his world. He will have peo- 
ple next door, people across the street, 
people in school, in business, people, 
people everywhere and he will have 
to adjust himself to conditions and 
conditions always mean some kind of 
law. If he does not learn what orders 
are in his home when he is very 
small, never will he learn to be happy 
when he is on his own and finds the 
world impatient with a playboy, an 
outlaw, a chronic grouch or whatever 
he happens to be.

Business Continues 
Gains, Says A, F. L 


12 Per Cent Increase Over 


January a Year Ago 


Is Reported 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor reported 
Wednesday business was improving 
but insisted that wages must be in- 
creased to insure a continued upturn, 


In its monthly survey, the federa- 


tion noted a 12 per cent rise in busi- 
ness last month over January, 1934, 
and said that "business observers" ex- 
pected industry at least to hold its 
own through the spring season. 


"Business is in its fourth rise since 


the summer of 1932," the survey said, 
"and 
has reached a level 22 points 


above the depression bottom. Never- 
theless it is still 20 per- cent below 
normal." 


The federation also threaded its 


report with reminders of recent dis 
agreements with the administration. 
It complained that jurisdiction of the 
National Labor Relations Board which 
it praised, had been curbed. Converse* 
ly, it criticized boards set up "by cer 
tain industries" under "employer con 
trolled" code authorities.
